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of such importance no effort should have been 
made to improve on the state of things that 
obtained 30 years ago. Astonishing as this may 
appear, it is nevertheless true that Suakin has 
to-day only one post per fortnight, and that 
whilst progress has been the watchword in 
almost every other Government Department, 
in this particular case things remainas they were 
when the late Ismail Pasha began his eventful 
reign.What is the reason fur this anomalous 
condition of things to which attentiou has been 
so often drawn? The Egyptian Government 
is keenly alive to the necessity of moving with 
the times, and has shown in other quarters 
that it is ready to anticipate necessities rather 
than Jag in the race of progress. The Postal 
Department, in particular, is enterprisiug and 
well organised. We have little doubt but that. 
Suakin would long ‘since have had its weekly 
mail had it remained, as formerly, a purely 
Ezyptian port. But we caunot help thinking 
the merchants aud public of Suakin are in part 
to blame themselves, as had they moved more 
energetically in the matter it could not have 
failed to receive more attention at the hands 
of the Sudan authorities. We believe some 
time since the Egyptian Government were 
inclined to assist the scheme for a more 
frequent and improved. mail service, but find- 
ing no response the matter was allowed to drop. 
Whatever may “have been the case in the 
past it is plain that some improvement is now 
necessary, and we think it. might be combined 
with an effort: to arrange fora more rapid 
service than now obtains. We are aware that 
such a service would require State assistance, 
but ifthe Italian Goverument finds it worth 
while to pay £13,000 a year for a weekly 
connecting service between Aden and Mas-* 
sowah it ought not to be beyond the re-_ 
sources of the Egyptian Government, and 
‘surely in theend it would be good policy, 
Thetrade ‘is not sufficient to enable a tast 
weekly service to.be run without financial aid, 
but as the Suakin-Berber Railway will be open 
inabout a year, a movement of tourists and 
travellers may eventually be induced, which 
would go far to repay the cost of such as- 
sistance, by the money they would spend on 
the railways and in the country generally. At

CARNIVAL AT CAIRO. 
GHEZIREH PALACE “OORSO.” 


The Cairo Fétes Committee were again 
unlucky in their weather yesterday for the 
“Corso” at Ghezireh Palace. As on the occasion 
of the Battle of Flowers, it was extremely 
cold, and not the slightest glimpse of sun 
showed during the day. None the Jess, a large 
attendance thronged the seats and tribunes in 
the Ghezireh Palace Gardens, and though fine 
weather would have undoubtedly brought even 
larger numbers, still the receipts were con- 
siderable and the garden was crowded. Indeed, 
many of the French and Italian shops were 
closed during the afternoon, owing to the 
departure of the’ proprietors and assistantg to 
take part in or to watch the procession. 

The Comittee, as well as the Cairo police, 
had long ago recognised the impossibility of a 
processioy through the streets of Cairo, and 
the carriages, as at the Battle of Flowers, were 
confined tv the circular road roand the Ghe 
zireh Casino. At 2.30 p.m. the first decorated 
carriages began to arrive, and by a quarter to 
3 the procession was well under way. Among 
th iages that took part in it a, Swiss 
chalétmounted ona car, wasespecially beauti* 
ful ; 4nd a large car, shaped like a bowl, and 
drawn by three cart horses, contained a huge 
champagne bottle, round which a party of 
masked revellers were grouped. Another 


carriage that took part in the procession was | 


decorated iu Japanese style and contained two 
charming ,Geishas, ‘while a clown, seated 
astride on & barrel of beer, under an arbour 
of boughs, and some groups of Pierrots, creat- 
ed much amusement. Japanese and medieval 
costume, harlequins and dominoes, all took 
part in the procession, and all: who were 
present displayed or simulated a great efthu- 
siasm in the throwing of confetti and serpen- 
tines, with which the ground became covered. 
As each carriage passed the judge’s stand, and 
the tribune, it was heavily bombarded, and 
once or twice the horses showed a tendency to 
object to these volleys of missiles, but in spite 
of the crowding the activity of the mounted 
police, under Captain Vernon Jarvis, prevent- 
ed any accideut. 

The band of the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers 
played a selection of airs, which were greatly 
appreciated, during the course of the after- 
noon, and it was not till near nightfall that 
the crowd began to make their way home. 
The Fétes Committee deserve great credit for 
the care with which they had made all the 
arrangements,-and must be condoled with tor 
unfavorable nature of the climatic conditions.

-MAIL SERVICE TO SUAKIN, 
PETITION OF INHABITANTS. 


(From oun CoRRESPONDENT).

Suakin, February 20. 


The inhabitants of Suakin, the leading 
merchants and Government officials, are pre- 
paring a petition which is to be presented to 
the Moudir of Suakin, complaining about the 
undue detention of their correspondence at 
Suez by the postal authorities there. The mails 
are not sent on by the special steamers that 
constantly arrive here for the Sudan Govern- 
ment railways. ‘The captains of two such 
steamers, which arrived here recently, informed 
me they would have gladly carried the mails 
hither had they been brought on board at 
Suez docks. But the Suez postal authorities 
detain them, most likely for the Khedivial 
Mail. steamers, which have the monopoly for 
the carriage of the mails, and they only run 
their steamers once a fortnight. Last year a 
similar petition was made to Lord Cromer 
through the Mondir of Suakin, praying his 
lordship to use his influence to improve the 
mail service, but no change for the better has 
taken place since last year. 

The Khedivial Mail Company has not 
sufficient steamers torun a weekly service. 
This time of the year their whole attention is 
concentrated on the pilgrim traffic to Jeddah 
and back to Suez. Consequently Suakin suffers, 
and even the regular fortnightly steamers, 
that have to call at Suakin, have sometimes 
to undergo quarantine a few days at Jeddah, 
which delays the mails over the fortnight. 
It is hoped that Lord Cromer, the directors 
of the Khedivial Mail Company, and Saba 
Pasha, the Postmaster General, will do some- 
thing for Suakin this year, as it has grown to 
be a very important port, and there are 
thousands of Egyptians and Europeans now 
residing here. 

We have another route for the mails for 
Egypt and Europe overland vii Berber, but it 
takes too long as camels carrying the mails 
to Berber cannot do the journey in less than 
8 days, aud from Berber to Cairo there is 
about a 6 days’ journey, which makes a total 
of 13 days. \

'’be Commission of enquiry went to the 
scene of the disaster yesterday..The general 
opinion appears to be that the situation of the 
steamer is well-nigh desperate. 

Signor Novelli doesnotintend to proceed with 
the law suit which he entered at the Italian 
Consular Court, but to transfer the venue to 
the Mixed Courts, and will jointly cite both 
the Société Artistique d’ Egypte and the Florio- 
Rubattino Steam Navigation Company. If he 
had brought the case before the Italian Con- 
sular Court, there would have been an appeal 
to Genoa, but by bringing it before the Mixed 
Courts there will be no difficulty or delay in 
changing the venue of the appeal. 

The Swedish salvage steamer, “Hermes,” 
which arrived at Port Said last week in con- 
nection with the raising of the 8.8. “Congal,” 
came round to Alexandria yesterday in order 
to attempt the salvage of tbe “Cairo.” This 
morning, at 6 o'clock the vessel went out 
to the wreck, but was unable to approach 
her owing to a rather high sea running, and 
was compelled to return to the inner harbour 
at 10.20 a.m. 

Salvage operations are confined to picking 
up articles washed from the vessel by the 
waves. : ' 

Among the passengers was Mr. Lawrence, 
of Pennsylvania, U.S.A., who was coming 
to Egypt with his wife and mother. They 
had considerable luggage with them. Mr. 
Laurence has launched a protest against the 
Florio-Rubattino Company. 

Placards have been posted about the town 
in Italian inviting subscriptions in aid of 
the poorer passengérs, who have lost all their 
belongings. ‘I'hefe were a number of Italian 
workmen on board, who of couf%e lost every- 
thing.

Holding on its cours®, the boat passes at 
once out of that dead world of the fen into one 
of singular life, a life notof land any longer, but 
water, whereof furewarning was givensome miles 
up thecanal atthelast settlementof man. There 
fixhing nets hang to wind and sun, and a little 
fleet of keelless craft collects any afternoon 
while a Copt sells its draught of fish at auc- 
tion. The catch of cach. crew is offered as a 
whole.-’A salesman squatting over the mat 
stirs the palpitating heap to work the larger 
fish to the top ; & fat one he picks out aud puts 
by in a palm-leaf paunier for the auctiuneer, 
a second for the writer, a third for himself. The 
rest is bid for at prices ranging from tento forty 
piastres, sold, packed on asses, and despatched 
to feed the marshmen for many miles around. 
You will not sail a mile on the lake unamazed 
at its scaly wealth. Silvery bodies leap by tens 
and twenties from the ochrous surface, and the 
water boils with the passing of shvals. Bouts at 
anchor, boats adrift with trailing nets, boats 
under full sail, multiply as one goes north and 
east, till all thes loneliness of the Limbo is 
torgotten. All round the horizon spring groves 
of perpendicular poles crussed by poles oblique, 
the masts and lateen yards of invisible hulls, 
moored by invisible islets whose sandy levels 
are all but awash. I know not how many craft

A LOST PROVINCE. 

‘his description, however, refers only to, 
the extreme north of the present marsh-land, 
where still exist great lagoons and a large 
amphibious population of fish-eaters ; where, 
too, ure the sites of several settlements ot 
Itolemaic and Roman times, half buried in 
che shifting dunes of the’ sea-board. It is 
the inland of southern half of the region 
that, in its present state, looks so little 
tit ever to have been inhabited by man. Never- 
theless, you may nowhere travel far there with- 
out happening on his handiwork. His ancient 
ports, his half-silted canals, with broken dykes, 
lurk in all quarters, making an evil harbourage 
for insects and traps for the sanguine explorer 
who thinks to take a bee-line from point to 
point ; but not infrequently they will lead you, 
if your purpose be to see ancient sites, straight 
to the mounds, to which they once carried traffic 
and sweet water. Arrived, you will find the 
profile of the dusty te// broken by no imposing 
ruin, for in this region the Roman builders 
used but little brick, and the most of that un- 
baked. But the surface will be strewn with 
vitreous slags, left by the Arabs, who have 
burnt what stone there was for lime; with 
fragments of decaying glass, whose iridescence 
vies with the brilliant oxides on scraps of cop- 
per pans or tools or almost illegible coins, 
which range from the later Ptolemies to the 
Byzantine and even early Arab times ; with 
sherds of rotten blue faience and earthenware, 
painted or plain, but all of the commoner kinds. 

POUR RESULIS. 

In short, it offers but poor loot in return for 
all your labour through bog and soapy 
sand. Nor will you get much mure by digging 
at a venture, fur these mounds are made 
mostly of little adobe houses,. piled one on 
another, their contents lung ago rotted with 
salt ; and below them you must hack through 
some feet of empty sand, compounded by rain 
and pressure to the consistency of asphalt, 
which has been piled upon the lowest ruins to 
make a dry bed for later habitations, to find 
at the bottom nothing better than a heap of 
black Nile mud, brought together by the first 
builders to raise the town at its. foundation 
above the damp level of the surrounding flats. 
Now and again the newly come natives, who 
dig in these mounds, on their own behalf or 
that of the Behera Society, for the virgin earth, 
containing a suspicion of nitre, which exists on 

all ancient sites in Egypt, or for ready-made 
kiln-dried bricks of Koman times, turn up 
drums or capitals of small columns, an inscrip- 
tion or two, or even such a sculptured Roman 
head as is now kept by the Society at Kum 
Wahal. But those are rare rewards, and you 
will more probably have to be content with 
the stirring of your imagination. These desolate 
trophies of a dominance over Nature, carried 
to @ point to which our own age is now pain- 
fully trying to attain, are the trophies of Im- 
perial Rome. I have done what I can to iden. 
tify those little lost towns, and I find among 
them two capitals of provinces in the time of 
Hadrian, three Byzantine bishoprics, and as 
many towns thet were not episcopal sees, but 
have left a name in the early Arab history of 
Egypt. But all were most obscure places, The 
wonder is, not that great towns stood here, 
but any towns at all. 

THE DELTA NILES. 

These mounds of the North Delta are dis- 
posed in three chains, running from south to 
north, which seem to align the courses of two 
of the lost ancient Niles, the T’hermutiac (or 
Pharmuthiac) and the Athribitic, and that of 
a central u.ain caval, uyw kuown as the Bahr 
Kassed. There have been considerable changes 
in the courses of the Delta Niles. For instance 
the westernmost, the Great Nile, or Agatho- 
daemon, which used to flow out near Canopus 
(Aboukir), now flows only down the bed of 
what was a secondary stream, the Jaly, and 
issues at the old Bulbitinic estuary, the modern 
Rosetta mouth. It is curious to note how 
utterly the traces of its ancient channel have 
been effaced in about a thousand years. It 
used to pass by the Greek city of Naukratis, 
and there perhaps its course can still be traced 
in the hollow between the site and a small 
mound, which is evidently the remains of a 
heaped-up bank such as would have aligned 
the river.» The Thermuthiac and Athribitic 
Niles are now represented respectively by the 
canalised Bahr Nashart and the Bahr 'Tirah, 
put the modern streams do not run conti- 
nuously in the old beds. The actual Athribiric 
channel [ discovered in midmarsh, sweeping 
past a chain of mounds ; it has long been dry, 
but its dykes still remain, defining a bed. about 
350 feet wide. 

A PRIMITIVE REGION. 

So much for the true marsh-land. North of 
it lies the lagoon district, fenced from the 
sea by a broad belt of dunes. It shows in 
most respects a sharp contrast to the fens, 
being region comparatively rich and popu- 
lous, and of very old settlement; but it is 
neither less remote, nor better known to the 
casual tourist in Egypt. Nor is it. one whit 
less interesting, for nowhere in the Nile land 
is to be seen a region more primitive, or a 
more recent contact of aboriginal Eastern folk 
and Western in-comers. Here the two ele- 
ments still meet almost as strangers, each 
unalloyed by the other. Indeed, with the 
seaward part of the district it may still be said 
that the European has nothing to do. It one 
in many moons a British inspector of coast- 
gnard or canal outfalls pay a flying visit, he 
will be stared at a moment and forgotten, like 
some strange bird that has lighted suddenly 
on the lagoons.

but the tale must run into hundreds and 
that of the fisher folk to thvusands—the 
latter of a blond type dignified with some 
of that energy and reserve which are 
seldom altogether wauting to men whose 
pusiness is on great waters. I had neither 
opportunity nor vccasion to study them closely, 
but received aclear impression of their racial 
antiquity. The general type of teatures seems 
to be that sharply marked and over refined 
sort which one assuciates~with an old inbred 
race, and the women often reminded me 
strougly of the characteristic type on the 
Kyyptian monuments. An anthropometrist 
might find not a little to interest him in this 
remote and seculed corner of the Nile Valley. 

The new land does not begin to rise on the 
north-eastern horizon till a dozen barren islets 
‘have’ slipped astern. First emerge the higher 
dunes, uplifted in a shimmering mirage, rose 
and yellow like low cumulus clouds touched | 
by sunset. ‘I'hese run one into another till 
they become a continuous range, spotted with 
black tufts, which are the plumes of half: 
buried palms. A cluster of huts to left. 
with upstanding blocks is the villlage 
of Borg, with its dismantled fort and coast- 
guard station, situated on all that remains | 
ut the Sebenuytic estuary of the Nile. A rank 
odour ot curing comes down the wind, tor there 
are dried the putrescent fish on which half the 
poor of Lower Kyypt live. ‘l'o right and ahead, 
as you wear ruund the last island and set a 
course due east, a large dark stain resolves 
itselt intoa little town witha nunaret or two 
set on a hilluck and backed by the golden:

So flat is the lake floor that a great way 
from the margin the water is still but inches 
deep, and the grounded /¢luccas discharge their | | 
freight on to the backs of camels, which are 
trained against Nature both to receive their 
loads standing and to plash unconcerned a 
mile out in the inland sea.

The fathers and mothers also seem to pass 
their days al fresco on the great expanse ot 
sandy beach, cvuvpering boats, buying and 
selling fish, chattering, sleeping in the sun. 
It is astonishing in Egypt to see any life so 
clean. Here is no longer the Nile mud, a 
viscous ink when wet and a fouling dust if 
dry, but the purest ruin of calcareous rocks; 
Even the huts are not clay-built, but of ancient

SHE FUTURE. 
The agents of change, however, are abroad,.; 
and the time is not far off when the. limits of 
cultivation: will be pushed northward as ‘far as 
the southern shores of the lake. ‘That is ‘as far 
as they were pushed eighteen hundred years 
ago by Imperial Rome. Aud perhaps the time 
is not so much farther off when the lake itself 
will be cut off from the sea and its bed. drain- 
ed and parcelled out into-arable plots, suffer- 
ing the same change that in the past ten 
ears hus c-iie over the lagoon of Aboukir 
and now threatens. that of Edku.
